Roberts and H. A. Anderson, foresight 
ed enough to sc^nt a fortune iq a 
slag pile, 
have been quietly m ak­ 
ing thousands of dollars.

The output averages about 400 tons 
a day. and the poorest of the ore runs 
higher than $0 per ton when smelted.

been forced in the course of the p res­ 
ent negotiations. 
One factor in the 
case has had a greater effect, p erhap s, 
than is realized in America, and that 
is the quiet orders which hav e been 
issued to the British fleet. The kaiser 
knows as well as anyone in the world 
what the strength of the king’s nav y 
is, and when the instructions went out 
to coal and p rep are the great ship s 
for any emergency, it must hav e had 
an instant effect on the German ruler. 
His feelings in this resp ect were once 
before demonstrated, and that was 
shortly after his hasty message to 
“Oom Paul” Kruger during the Boer 
war. At that time it looked for a few 
days as if Germany was to become a 
factor in the situation, but when the 
British steel bulldogs were marshalled 
and told to be p rep ared for ev entuali­ 
ties the German kaiser suddenly de­ 
cided that he had business elsewhere.
